Pumping Stations 
Moving Lake Water 
To€onservation 


The two largest pumping sta- 
tions in the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control District 
went into action Monday to tràns- 
fer exc:ss water from Lake Okee- 
chobee to Conservation Areas in 
the Everglades. , 

Riles S. Miles, FCD Board Chair- 
man, announced that the action is 
being taken as a result of a suc- 
cessful pumping test conducted in 
early August. At that time, four 
pumping stations were operated 
for 108 hours and succeeded in 
transferring 30,000 acre. feet of 
water from the big Lake to the 
Cons.rvation Areas. 

The two stations going into ser- 
vice Monday are S-5A, located at 
Twenty Mile Bend on the West 
Palm Beach Canal, and. S-8, lo- 
cated on the Miami Canal at the 
Palm Beach-Broward County line. 
These facilities were found to be 
the two most efficient stations in 
pumping water from Lake Okee- 
chobee in the previous experiment. 
* At present the level of water in 
Lake Okeechobee is 13.7 feet above 
sea level. This is 7-10 of a, foot 
above the official regulation stage. 
But the FCD will only attempt t0 
pull the Lake down to a level of 
13.5 f.et, according to Ed Dail, 
'FCD Executive Director. 

Dail said the Army. Corps of En- 
gineers has agreed to a minimum 
of 13.5 feet in view of present 
overall water'conditions and regu- 
lation- schedules which normally 
start rising in September. 

“The main reason for pumping 
at this time is that the Lake has 
too much water and the Conserva- 
tion Areas too little,” Dail said. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
has been releasing 1,500 cubic feet 
of water per second from Lake 
Okeechobee out the Caloosahat- 
chée Rie? to the Gulf of Mexico 
in rec.nt weeks. But the Corps 
halted the discharges Monday

ture. 

At the open house there will be 
sufficient personnel from the hos- 
pital board, the. medical staff, 
technicíans and members of the 
hospital auxiliary to answer any 
qucstions visitors may have'and to 
explain the operation of the new 
equipment. Much of the equipment 
is new to the area. and all of it is 
the móst modern available. The 
hospital board and staff take a 
gréat deal of pride in being able to 
present to the public this modern 
hospital’ facility. 

No ceremony is planned for the 
open house. There will ,be no 
speeches and no tiresome program. 


Visitors will. be free to browse 
through the entire hospital asking 
any questions they may have and 
inspecting every facet of the build- 
ing and equipment.

under thé: auspices of the Masonic: 
Lodge, Grand Lodge of Florida. 

At ‘the’ time of the cornerstone: 
laying, the building was estimated 
to be 60% complete. From that 
time until July 13, 1965, the build- 
ing was completed and on the lat- 
ter date inspection was made by 
Federal and State authorities 

The building was accepted ard 
approved by these authorities 
Pending completion of the sewer 
connection, the incinerator and a 
few minor items. Now these have 
all. been completed in accordance 
with Federal and State specifica- 
tions except the installation of ihe 
incinerator which will be com- 
pleted. within a few days. 

It is expected that by the time of 
the open house everything wil! be 
complete and the hospital can 
move soon there after from the old 
site on East Main to the mew build- 
ing.
